MEDICAL  SUPBRDEPENDENT '  S  REPORT  FOR  TEE  YEA?.  1945. 

Tot  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  GRANGE  SICK  BAY  EXECUTIVE 
COMMITTEE  OF  THE  STREET  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL. 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  ray  report  for  the  year  1943. 

PREAMBLE . 

The  Sick  Bay  was  originally  set  up  by  the  Street  Urban  District 
Council  on  behalf  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  1940  primarily  for  the 
admission  and  treatment  of  minor  ailments  amongst  the  evacuated 
ohildren  in  Street.  Owing  to  its  useiUlness  the  number  of  beds 'was 
increased  from  twelve  to  its  present  complement  of  35  and  3  cots. 

I  would  again  stress  this  usefulness  bearing  in  mind  the  fact  that  it 
has  not  only  in  general  proved  to  be  a  great  asset  but  in  particular 
continued  to  be  of  great  value  owi ng  to  its  scope  being  gradually 
enlarged  by  the  admission  of  othor  categories  of  patients  such  as 
non-evacuee  children,  suitable  adult  evacuees  &c,  and  at  the  same 
time  proving  a  useful  ’reserve*  in  the  event  of  urgent  necessity  in 
Street  and  other  parts  of  the  County. 

OTHER  LOCAL  AUTHORITIES . 

As  from  its  inception  cases  have  continued  to  be  admitted 
from  other  Authorities  and  these  have  included  non-evacuee  ohildren 
and  adult  ova  cue  os.  In  comparison  with  last  year  there  has  this  year 
been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  places  sending  in  cases. 

Othor  Local  Authorities  son  ding  in  non- evacuees  are  of  course 
rosp ons i bio  for  their  oost. 

PROCEDURE  OF  ADMISSION. 

This  remains  the  same  and  has  again  been  vindicated  in  that 
no  caso  of  Infectious  Disease  has  inadvertently  boon  admitted  during 
the  yoar. 

ILLNESS  AMONGST  THE  STAFF . 

The  health  of  the  Staff  has  in  general  been  satisfactory. 
CLOSURE  OF  THE  SICK  MY. 

It  has  again  not  been  no  cos  s  ary  to  oloso  during  tho  year,  tho 
which  I  regard  as  an  aohiovomont  particularly  as  thoro  have  boon 
epidemics  of  Infectious  Disoasos  in  tho  County. 


DEATHS. 

"Thoro  was  one  death  in  a  middle  aged  patient,  a  chronic  invalid 
vfao  was  brought  in  as  an  omoxgcncy,  living  only  a  few  hours. 

ADMINISTRATION. 

Tho  Street  Urban  District  Council  (on  behalf  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health)  appoint  an  Executive  Corainittoo  to  administer  the  sick 
bay.  Tho  present  constitution  of  this  Committee  is  seven  Members, 
of  whom  two  aro  co-opted.  The  Medical  Superintendent  is  appointed 
with  tho  approval  of  tho  Local  Modi  cal  War  Committee  ,and  tho  County 
Modical  Officor  of  Health  -  who  has  at  all  times  boon 'good  enough 
to  assist  by  advice  and  help  whonover  nooossary  -*  co-ordinates  and 
^uporvisos  tho  work  of  all  tho  sick  bays  in  tho  Comity.

Details  of  Places. 
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SIMMY, 

Comparing  this  year  with  1942,  although  more  evacuees  have 
returned  home,  a  greater  variety  of  conditions  -  some  of  which  have 
been  major  illnesses  have  been  treated,  a  larger  number  of 
admissions  have  been  made  from  a  greater  number  of  places. 

Comparing  1941  and  1942,  if  Scabies,  and/or,  Impetigo  are  • 
excluded,  a  larger  number  of  casos  have  been  admitted.  The  actual 
number  of  scabies  is  rather  loss  than  last  year. 

You  will  note  that  a  number  of  cases  of  Influenza  wore 
admitted  during  the  epidemic  in  the  fall,  of  the  year.  This  proved 
a  great  help  to  the  householders  in  Street, 

Thoro  has.  again  been  a  very  useful  exchange  of  nursing 
personnel  with  other  sick  bays,  when  additional  nursing  assistance 
has  been  required  in  time  of  omorgoncy,  and  this  mus t  bo  regard od 
as  an  additional  valuable  contribution  during  the  shortage  of 
nurses,  N.The' domes  tic  sido  has  at  times  been  vory  difficult,  and 
tho  Matron  and  her  staff  have  nobly  oarriod  on  under  groat  stross 
and  strain  doing  the  cooking  and  other  domestic  duties  in  addition 
to  tho  general  and  special  nursing,  I  thoroforo  wish  to  placo  on 
record  tho  of ficiency ,  loyalty  and  dove  ti on  to  duty  of  tho  Matron 
who  has  once  again  been  a  great  asset  to  tho  efficient  working  and 
smooth  running  of  the  sick  bay-  together  with  the  loyal  support 
of  tho  Sister  who'  has  ably  acted  as  deputy  Matron  when  necessary, 
and  the  ho  Ip  of  tho  nursing  staff, 

Tho  scope  of  tho  si  ck  bay  is  gradually  and  usefully  boing 
increased  and  I  am  confident  that  all  reasonable  demands  in  tho 
futuro  can  be  satisfactorily  met  and  the  prestige  of  tho  sick  bey 
maintained. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  mb what  meagre  supply  of  tho 
authorised  drugs  should  bo  amended,

The  Child  Wei  far  e  Ass  o.ei  at  ion  with  which  is  aSs  oo  iato  d  .  the 
Nursijig  Association  has  again  carried  out  its  important  work 
efficiently  and  maintained  Its  number  of  sessions  throughout  the 
year.  Diphtheria'.  Immunisation  of  tho  ~  children,  the  which,  is  under 
the  immediate  direction  of  the  County  Council,  has  boon  continued, 
and  it  is  no  tod  with  satisfaction  that  no  caso'of  Diphtheria  has 
occurred  in  the  Urban  District  during  the  year. 

The  Nurses,  throe  in  number have-  again  by  tftoir  devotion 
to  duty,  been  a  great  asset  and  have  in  time  of  groat  stress,  maintained 
thoir  high  standard  of  work.  •  ;  .  ■  ;.  - 

MILK.

The  very  groat  importance  of  a  clean  milk  suppl2^  &as 
continually  been  un&or  discussion,  and  tho  maximum  nuraber  of  samples 
taken.  In  conjunction  with  tho  Sanitary  Inspector i  inspections 
havo  boon  made  of  cowsheds,  dairies  and  herds  within,  tho  district 
and  particular  attention  paid  to  methods  of  production,  storage  and 
distribution  of  milk.  A  special  roport  was  made  to  you.  in  tho  oarly 
part  of  the  yoar.  Arising  from  this  inspection,  producers  and 
distributors  v;ore  communicated  with  sotting  down  points  for  thoir 
consideration ,  points  viiioh  were  considered  nocossary  for ^ tho 
Improvement  of  milk  supplies  gonorally  within  tho  urban  district. 


WATER. 


The  gravitjr  souroo,  reduced  to  bolow  requirements  25th 
April  to  the  1st  November ;  during  that  period  47,000  gallons  par  day 
was  tho  lowost  gauging.  The  supply  to  tho  aroa  was  supplemented 
from  tho  Konoyhurst  Spring  by  pumping  and  a  marked  inoroaso  was 
shown  on  tho  draw-off  from  our  service  mains  on  account  of  local 
requirements.  Tho  gravity  source  during  months  other  than  those 
abovo  stated,  approximated  one  to  two  million  gallons  a^day.  Pumps 
within  tho  district  raising  water  from  tho  Low  to  the  High  aroas 
woro  rcborod  and  pipos  from  a  new  6”  rising  main  ordered.  Tho 
question  of  chlorination  was  again  soriously  considorod. 


HOUSING. 


A  fow  plans-  sotting  dov/n  minor  altorations  wore  submitted 
during  tho  year  and  necessary  repairs 'to  Counoil  Houses  oarried  " 
out,  including  galo  removed  tiles,  &o.

of  non-ova ouoo-  childron  and  adults  admitted  for  treatment*  From 
its  inc option .  the  policy  of  admitting  cases  from  any  -.local 
authority  in  the  County,  has  boon  maintained;  indood  a  greater 
variety  of  conditions  and  a,,  larger  numbor  of  cases  from  a  greater

Tho  throo  hostels,  Orchard,  Ashcroft  and  Chalet,  have  boon 
maintained  and  servod  a  useful  purpose  in  the  Evacuation  Scheme,

In  conclusion  you  will  note  that  although  there  is  a  slight 
increaso  in  the' Inf  ant  Mortality  Rato  corn-par  od  with  last  year,  it 
remains  well  bo  low  tho  rc.te  for  England  and  Wales, 

In  tho  causes  of  death  Heart  Disease  continues  to  bo  tho 
prodominant  causo,  with  Cancer  coming  second.  There  was  a  minor 
opidomic  of  Measles,  tho  majority  of  tho  casos  occurring  in 
S opt ember. 

A  widespread  epidemic  of  Influenza  took  plaoo  in  tho  fall 
of  tho  year,  and  in  connection  with  tho  casos.  of  Pnoumonia  which 
arose,  tho  majority  occurring  in  November  and  December,  it  is  with 
satisfaction  that  I  noto  there  was  only  one  death  and  that  was  in 
a  person  over  85  years  of  ago.  ■  •  ’
